JAPAN. 

Two telegrams have been received from Shanghai, one 
announcing the loss of the British schooner Satsuma (belong- 
ing to Messrs. Glover and Co., of Nagasaki), on the Japanese 
coast ; the other, stating in few words that “Civil war bad 
broken out in Japan.” Taking into consideration the disturbed 
state of the internal politics of Japan during the whole period 
of our intercourse with that country, we attach about as much 
significance to this telegram as we should to one which an- 
nounced that “a rebellion had broken out in China.” When 
the intelligence comes to us in a tangible form, it will most 
likely prove that Choshiu, unwilling to submit to the confisca- 
tion of his territory without another effort to retrieve his posi- 
tion, has once more arrayed his forces for a last desperate 
attempt to throw off his allegiance to the Tycoon. 

The arrival of the Southampton Mails has placed us in pos- 
session of our files of Japan papers, and enables us to give a 
few additional items of intelligence. 

YOKOHAMA. 

At this port the swamp at the back of the foreign settlement 
was becoming a source of grave anxiety to the residents. As 
the heat of the weather increased, the effluvia arising from it 
were becoming so offensive that great fears were entertained of 
an outbreak of cholera, or some other epidemic. It appears 
that the Government had long ago agreed to fill it up, but had, 
as usual in such cases, invented an endless series of excuses 
for delaying the fulfilment of their compact, and there now 
seems no hope of the work being completed before the intense 
heat of the approaching summer converts the swamp into a 
hot-bed of pestilence. 

The Tokaido, or high road leading from Miaco to Yedo, had 
for some weeks been a scene of continued excitement owing to 
the number of officials of high rank who had passed along it, 
with large retinues, on their way to the capital. Most of them 
seemed to be peaceably disposed, but on one occasion a party 
of foreigners who were riding on the Tokaido narrowly escaped 
coming into collision with the armed men forming one of these 
processions. 

The Japan Herald confirms the statement alluded to in our 
last issue, that an indemnity of three millions of dollars had 
been agreed upon, as compensation to the several Powers con- 
cerned, for the expenses of the Simonoseki expedition. It was 
reported that in order to defray this, the Tycoon had decided to 
confiscate and dispose of the territory of the Prince of Nagato, 
and that the latter was preparing for a stout resistance against 
any encroachment on his domains. : 

Several audacious robberies had ocourred in the foreign set- 
tlement, supposed to be the work of the Chinese “ rowdies” 
who had lately flocked to the place in great numbers from 
Hong Kong and Shanghai. Vessels arriving from those ports 
had brought over numerous Chinese passengers of a very low 
class, who, not being amenable to the authority of any of the 
Consuls, were becoming quite a nuisance to the residents. 

After many meetings and unsatisfactory discussions as to the 
best mode of governing the internal affairs of the settlement, a 
Municipal Committee had at last been formed, and invested 
with the necessary powers. The committee consisted of 
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Messrs. Kingdon, Gay, and Piquet. It is, however, understood 
that this is only a temporary arrangement, and that efforts are 
being made to hasten the formation of a Municipal Govern- 
ment on a solid and permanent foundation. The state of the 
swamp, above referred to, alone presents a difficulty requiring 
prompt and energetic action on the part of the Council. 

Prince Satsuma has planted forty thousand mulberry trees 
during the past year, a significant fact, which shows his estima- 
tion of foreign commerce. He is also making considerable 
preparations for the improved manufacture of sugar at the 
Loo-choos, and is said to have engaged a Scotch overseer to the 
works there, and imported the latest improved machinery, 

If reports be true, the local Daimios in the southern por- 
tion of Japan ‘are all anxious to open their ports to foreigners, 
and to give them every encouragement and protection in their 
trading operations. A hope has been expressed among them, 
that the Treaty Powers will make further treaties with the 
Mikado direct, as, they assert, he would quickly consent to ex 
tend the foreign trade all over the island. Choshin is also 
greatly in favour of foreign trade extending to his ports, but he 
declares the Tycoon will not consent, 

The suicide of a soldier of H.M.’s 20th Regiment, under very 
distressing circumstances, had thrown quite a gloom over the 
settlement. About seven o’clock on the evening of the 12th 
of May, the unfortunate man (who had that morning reported 
himself unwell to his commanding officer) went to his knap- 
sack in the barrack-room, unbuckled it, took out his razor, 
buckled up his knapsack again, walked up to the looking-glass, 
and drew the razor across his throat. His coolness and deter- 
mination were evidenced by the effect. He cut through the 
jugular vein and windpipe, staggered into the middle of the 
room and died almost instantaneously. The evidence adduced 
at the inquest tended to show that the deceased had been sub- 
ject to fits and had been for some time in a depressed stateof 
mind. A verdict of “temporary insanity” was accordingly 
returned, 

The Japan Herald gives the following account of an un- 
expected “naval engagement,” that must have afforded much 
amusement to all but the sufferers:—“On the 26th instant a 
signal was made from H.B.M.S. Conqueror that ‘ her boats were 
about to attack H.BM.S. Osprey, and that the latter must 
defend herself.’ Accordingly the boats of the Conqueror being 
lowered, about 150 men were ordered into them. On reach- 
ing the Osprey they received the command to fire in blank cart- 
ridge into her and attempt to board. The Osprey literally 
defended herself, and the boarding party was opposed so vigor- 
ously, that several of them sustained very severe injuries. 
Rumour, indeed, had it, that one man had died of his wounds ; 
but on inquiry on board we find this is a mistake. An official 
investigation took place on Thursday, the result of which has 
not yet transpired. It is stated that the commander of the 
Conqueror exceeded his orders, 

From the same journal we extract the following report of 
an interesting case in the Consular Court, before Marcus 
Flowers, Esq., H.B.M.’s Acting Consul :— 

James S. Downie, Agent for Messrs. Fletcher and Co., v. Thomas 
Silk, Master of the barque Eleanor, and CO. 8. Hope. 

In this case the plaintiff claimed delivery of 53 boxes of 
tin plates, balance of 1,000 boxes shipped by A. Campbell, of 
London, in the Eleanor, the goods being deliverable to Messrs. 
Fletcher and Co. at Yokohama, as per bill of lading. Messrs. 
E. L, Budd and Co. claimed the goods as belonging to them- 
selves, and authorised Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co., of 
China and Japan, to stop the delivery of the goods to Messrs, 
Fletcher and Co, Mr. Hope, the agent of Jardine, Matheson 
and Co., applied for an injunction to stop the delivery of the 
balance of the goods, and put in, in support, the ordor of 
Messrs. E. L. Budd and Co. 

The captain of the Eleanor acknowledged the bill of lading, 
but did not know who A. Campbell was. He stated that he 
had already delivered 947 boxes of the 1,000 to the order of 
the bill of lading, and delayed the delivery of the remainder by 
order of the Consul, 

Mr. Hope being called upon to show causo why the injunc- 
tion placed on the goods in the captain’s possession should not 
be removed, and delivery given to Messrs. Fletcher and Co., 
referred to tho letters of Messrs, E. L. Budd and Co, and 

Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co., which he had put in. 

Mr, James S. Downio stated that A. Campbell, who shipped 


the goods, was the head partner in the firm of Fletcher and 
Co., in London, 


Decision : This matter is easily decided from the clearness 
of the law and the evidence in the case. The bill of lading is 
the only document of title which can be acknowledged, and that 
clearly states that the goods had been shipped by A. Campbell, 
who is shown to be the head partner of Fletcher and Co., in 
London. There is nothing in the bill of lading to show that 
Messrg. Budd and Co. had or has any property in the goods; 
and even if the bill of lading showed that the goods had been 
shipped by E. L, Budd and Co., the circumstances of this case 
would be sufficient to defeat their right to stop the 53 boxes 
now in question ; for the law. says that, when part of goods 
sold by an entire contract has come into actual possession, the 
vendor's right to countermand is wholly at an end, and cannot 
be exercised over the residue which may not have been deli- 
vered. Independently of this, however, the bill of lading of 
itself is quite sufficient to support Messrs. Fletcher and Co.’s 
claim ; and the master of the Eleanor is ordered to deliver the 
goods to Messrs. Fletcher and Co.—Defendant to pay costa.

SHIP LAUNCHES. 

A beautifully-modelled ship, named the Western Chief, was 
launched from the building-yard of Mr. R. Hill, Catte Down, Fiymouth, 
on Monday, July 24. She was named by Mr. J. P. Hill, the wife of 
the Commander, and is intended for the China and Japan trade. Ton- 
nage, 750 38-100. Dimensions :—Length, 170 feet 6 inches ; beam, $2 
feet 3 inches ; depth of hold, 19 feet 4 inches. 

Messrs. Charles Connell and Co. launched from their west shipbuilding 
yard at Overnewton a composite clipper ship, of the following dimensions, 
viz. :—Length of keel and forerake, 192 feet ; breadth of beam, extreme, 
32 feet 3 inches; depth of bold from top of floors, 20 feet 1 inch ; register 
tonnage, 820 tons; builder's tonnage, 952; classed 14 years A 1 at 
Lloyd's. She was named the Taitsing by Mrs. Finlay, of Langlands, 
Kilbirnie, and is owned by Messrs. Jas. Finlay and Alex. Longmuir, and 
is intended for the China trade. 

A barque named the Jane Avery has been launched from Messrs. 
Taylor and Scouler’s yard, South Dock, Sunderland, for Jane Avery and 
Son, of North Shields. She is 140 feet in length; breadth, 28 feet, and 
ai 17 feet, and of 500 tons 0.M. She is intended for the Ceylon 
trade, 








CHINA GRASS. 


Some months ago the Chamber of Commerce of Rouen, in seeking for 
a substitute for cotton, thought of China grass, and some of the fibre was 
spun and mixed with cotton in various proportions. A number of 
specimens of tissues produced, which were exhibited at Rouen and also 
in England, created a decidedly favourable impression. Tissues of 
China grass are well known in the commercial world, especially in the 
form of fine muslin and gauzes, but those produced at Rouen are of a 
different character ~ drills, white and coloured, for trousers, long-cloth for 
soldiers’ wear, and other kinds. Two Frenchman, named Mallard and 
Bonneau, occupied themselves in perfecting a process for preparing the 
fibre; a spinner named Legheer mixed it with cotton to the extent of 
40 to 60 per cent.; the yarns were woven by a Rouen manufacturer, and 
the Chamber of Commerce of Rouen reported most favourably on the 
matter. 

The report declared that China grass was really a substitute for cotton ; 
that it had far more affinity for dyes; that when mixed with cotton it 
gave greater strength and durability to the tissues than those which pure 
cotton possessed; that in spinning, weaving, dyeing and printing, the 
same machinery and the same modes of proceeding were applicable in 
both cases; that when used alone it produced goods of a new type, par- 
taking somewhat of the qualities both of cotton aud linen; and, lastly,

that the shrinking and loss of weight from the operations of bleaching and 
dyeing were no more, and in some cases less, than in the case of goods pro- 
duced from the best Louisiana cotton. As regards price, it was stated 
that the cost of the China grass when prepared for spinning was less than 
gevenpence @ pound. This report was drawn up and published in 
December last. Since that period the Rouen Chamber of Commerce and 
a number of persons interested in cotton manufacture have made further 
experiments, with results, as recorded, of the most encouraging descrip- 
tion. Specimens of drills of various kinds, and dyed of various colours, 
have been produced, in which China grass and cotton were mixed in the 
oportion of 55 per cent. of the former to 45 percent. of the latter, and 
na been declared to excel ordinary drills in every respect, especially as 
regards the lustre of the surface. The new reports state that China 
works almost without waste and costs less than three shillings per 
Ciagremae of the tissue, while pure cotton costs nearly five shillings = 
kilogramme ; anda mixture of the two fibres, like those just named, to less 
than four shillings per kilogramme, or about twenty-two pence the Eng- 
lish pound. The spinner and weaver who have produced the specimen, 
alluded to express themselves prepared to take any quantity of the 
material and yarn to the extent of a ton a day; and the former declares 
that he is prepared to devote himself entirely to the working of China grass, 
which, he says, can be employed by itself, or in the proportion 
of 60 to 75 per cent. with great economy. If these reports be 
not all painted couleur de rose, it appears that the want of a 
sufficient quantity of the raw material is the only thing which hindeis 
the panned development of the China grass trade. A company, 
consisting principally of leading men in the cotton manufacture 
has been formed with the view of establishing works for the preparation 
of the fibre at Rouen, and also of taking measures for securing an import 
of the material from the East, and for the encouragement of its growth in 
France and Algeria. It is said to flourish well in the latter country, and 
to exhibit no difficulty whatever in acclimatising itself in the former. It 
appears that when the Emperor was at Algiers his attention was specially 
called to some that was growing in the Jardin d’Acclimatation, and that he 
exhibited great interest in the subject, and this fact has doubtless given a 
spur to the manufacturers and others who have taken the matter in hand. 
The people of Rouen are wise in increasing the number of the baskets in 
which they carry their eggs; they have suffered deeply by their too ab- 
solute dependence on cotton, and if China grass is to be had at a 
remunerative price in any part of the world, it will be a great boon to 
them as well as to others, The importation of a few hundred bales will 
soon settle the question of price with regard to the foreign fibre, which 
alone can be of immediate interest ; for the produce of France, Algeria, 
or elsewhere nearer home, however great or cheap it may possibly become 
hereafter, cannot be calculated upon for an immediate supply of any 
extent, 








TEA. 
( Travers’ Circular, July 15.) 

The general election has seriously impeded business, especially in the 
large manufacturing towns, in some of which disturbances of a serious 
character have occurred. The London season is virtually finished, and the 
town is already beginning to empty, but notwithstanding these satisfactory 
reasons for the continuance of a delay to trade that began with the first 
jntimation of a lower duty, the united purchases made by the retail trade 
of wholesale houses during this month appear to have been more consi- 
derable than have lately been imagined, and the deliveries during the 
month of June were likewise large. Indeed, according to present appear- 
ances, the reduction of duty seems to have fulfilled every rational expec- 
tation which was formed with regard to it. The official figures are not 
yet published, but the estimated deliveries for June show an excess over 
the corresponding month of last year of 7,000,000 Ibs., and the surplus 
stock is, in consequence, very much reduced; it is not now materially 
larger than it was at this time Jast year. Consumption at home appa- 
rently, increases, not in an exceptional or spasmodic manner, but under 
conditions of social prosperity, and with low retail prices such as are likely 
to render the increase progressive ; while an extraneous encouragement is 
afforded by the prospects of the export trade, which are more hopeful 
than they have been for some time. But perhaps a careful examination 
of facts will exhibit matters in a somewhat different light, and leave less 
cause for congratulation upon the immediate consequences of a measure 
which must ultimately exercise a most beneficial influence. Deliveries 
last month were decidedly exceptional, and may be said to have been 
both retrospectively and prospectively out of the ordinary course of the 
trade. On the one hand, the clearances during April were small, and 
in May merely nominal—thus leaving some arrears to be made up; while, 
on the other hand, uncertainty as to what the demands of the public 
might actually be, and a desire to figure advantageously in the Customs’ 
returns, caused clearances to be made far in excess of immediate wants, 
the effect being to restrict deliveries for several months to come. The 
estimated London nef sh deliveries for the six months ending 30th 
June, 1865, are scarcely more than 2,000,000 Ibs. larger than for the same 
period of 1864, and though the amount sent coastwise, under bond, is for 
the same period nearly 4,000,000 Ibs. in excess, it does not of necessity 
follow that all this has as yet passed into consumption, nor is it impro- 
bable that by the end of September the relative excess in delivery may be 
considerably smaller. The importance of the fact that the stock bas now 
been reduced nearly to the level of this time last year will be greatly 
diminished when it is remembered that 1864 was, as regards tea, a year of 
excessive import, that the stock at the end of June was larger by several 
million pounds than it had been at the same period of any previous year, 
and that there is still nine months’ stock in the country after every allow- 
ance has been made for increased consumption. 


(Travers’ Circular, July 22.) 

The elections are now nearly over, but the excitement attending them 
has not been favourable to business, and it is probable that some weeks 
may yet elapse before this has entirely subsided; at present there seems 
to be little likelihood of any immediate change for the better. Greater 
and more prolonged excitement appears to have been caused in the 
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provinces than in London, as might be expected, attention in smal/ 
communities being more readily diverted by any unusual occurrence that 
breaks the common routine of every-day life and concentrates notice fort 
the time on public affairs. The same influences affect, though in a lesser 
degree, the great centres of commerce; but in these the machinery of 
business is so perfect, and its subdivision so minute, that the results of any 
disturbing cause are not so apparent as in smaller communities, where the 
entire control of trade is vested in few hands. It would seem that the 
elections have affected this market more than that for any other article 
of produce ; indeed, the trade in tea ap to be particularly sen- 
sitive to the influence of passing events, and the article itself seems 
to be st’ll regarded more as a luxury than as a necessary of life. It is not 
easy to estimate the effect which any general out-door excitement, 
accompanied as {t usually is by the free use of other stimulants, has upon 
the consumption of tea, but it must be considerable enough to diminish 
for the time the sales made by grocers, and, as a consequence, the neces- 
sity for their laying in fresh supplies. The experience of late years has 
shown that purchases of tea have asa rule been made in advance, either 
with a view to secure some real or fancied advantage of market value, or 
from an idea that some particular description, at one time on offer, might 
not be again obtainable, and great encouragement to buy forward is held 
out by the long credit of three months allowed on tea, while sugar and all 
the other articles principally dealt in by grocers are sold on shorter terms; 
thus the former was, and is still, amongst many of the older members of 
the trade, bought long before it is actually required, while the latter is 
purchased from hand to mouth. Although the further shortening of the 
credit allowed by refiners on sugar may eventually alter this practice, 
the change has not been long enough in operation to bring about 
any material reduction in the stocks of tea held by grocers, as 
compared with their usual stocks of a year or two since; still this 
may be to a degree accounted for by the cheapness of money 
fof three months after the reduction of credit on sugar, and the 
ease with which extension of time, on the old terms of two months, 
could be obtained. Thus the influence of the shortening of credit was 
to a great extent counteracted by an easy money market and the tempt- 
ingly low price of tea, But the grocers’ stocks are, in spite of the recent 
large deliveries, still heavy enough to make them indifferent to their 
further augmentation, at least till after the elections are over. On the 
whole, although the elections may have injured for the time the business 
of the regular trader, it must not be forgotten that by finding temporary 
employment and remuneration for many persons who have no regular 
income, large sums of money are circulated, and the power to purchase 
necessaries and luxuries is in consequence increased, so that there isa 
fair prospect of the loss being made up by subsequent larger sales, 
eanwhile demand is still deferred, and it seems likely that its increase 
will be spread over a longer period, and be much more gradual than was 
at first anticipated. Even those who were most sanguine as to the effect of 
the reduction must, by this time, be aware that its results are to be traced 
rather in a steady augmentation of deliveries and a greater equality of 
value than in excited markets and speculative aie pea The simultaneous 
rush which was predicted might have occurred had trade stocks been low, 
and had prices continued moderate, but as the very reverse of this was the 
case, there was no necessity and little temptation to purchase ; everybody in 
consequence held off, and time was afforded for the excitement to cool 
down. It is not —- that demand during the next two months will 
be very large, as the practice of autumn travelling, which has of late 
years become so general, will cause great numbers of the middle and 
upper classes to be absent from England during August and September, 
and these are,|in proportion to their numbers, by far the largest consumers 
of Tea, Harvest operations will also be going on, and are more likely to 
add to the revenue through the medium of the Excise than through that 
of the Customs, more beer than tea being consumed during a hot day's 
harvesting. As regards supply, the news brought by the last mail from 
China is on the whole of a satisfactory character, and seems to prove that 
no scarcity need be apprebended. It is true that the rebels are still in 
force in some of the tea districts, but their vicinity appears to 
exercise wonderfully little influence, and to increase rather than to 
diminish the prospects of an abundant supply. It is stated that 
the people, being cut off by the presence of the rebels from other 
means of employment, are obliged to engage, in unusual numbers, in the 
tea trade, while the market having opened early, money has been quickly 
circulated, and production is not retarded by want of funds. The open- 
ing price having also been higher than it was last year, manufacturers will 
be further encouraged to push forward large quantities from the later crops, 
and as numerous sailing vessels and one steamer are reported to be waiting 
for cargoes, it seems probable that the shipments of the present season 
will not be below the average, and that they will reach this country about 
the usual time, instead of being several weeks later, as was at one time 
anticipated ; in confirmation of this, later intelligence was received by 
telegraph some weeks ago, stating that the first two vessels of the season 
had been despatched from Foochow at the usual time. As regards 
uality, the news brought by the mail is not so satisfactory. So 
far as it was possible to judge from the first samples of the new 
crop received at Foochow, all the worst faults of last season's 
shipments appeared to have been repeated, if not exaggerated, 
This is no doubt owing to hasty preparation, partly caused, it may be, by 
the proximity of the rebels, and partly by a desire to reach the market 
early, and so to obtain a higher price; it is to be hoped that subsequent 
arrivals will exhibit more careful manufacture, as fine tea is much wanted 
here, and gill well repay the value of any extra expense incurred in pre- 
paration. This fact must be so patent to importers that it is scarcely neces- 
sary to enlarge upon it, as it is well known that the heavy losses which 
resulted from the shipments made last season may be attributed rather 
to general inferiority in quality than to superabundant supply. The 
importance of India as a competitor for the supply of this market 
seems as yet to be scatcely recognised in China, and even to be 
totally ignored; but those who ship from the latter country may 
rest assured that unless the quality of their imports improves, and 
comes up to the standard of three years ago, they will be lett behind in 
the race, as fine tea will, under the new rate of duty, be more in demand 
here than ever. Production is extending so rapidly in India, under the

influence of European skill and energy, that the exceptional prices at 

resent paid for its teas cannot long be maintained, and ere many years 
Sova passed the two competitors will meet on equal terms in this market, 
where, with the strict justice that is inevitably awarded in all large markets 
in valuations and sales, the preference will of course be given to the tea 
which combines the requisites of fine flavour and great strength. 





THE LATE MR. RICHARD THORNTON. 


The will of this gentleman, so well known at Lloyd's, the Jeru- 
salem Coffee-house, and almost every commercial establishment in 
the city, and who died a few weeks ago, leaving the enormous 
wealth of £3,700,000, was proved at Doctors’-commons on Friday 
the 2st instant. It contains the following bequests :—£1,000,000 
to Mr. Thomas Thornton, who likewise is to inherit the deceased’s 
estates ; £1,000,000 to Mr. Richard Thornton West; £500,000 to be 
divided among other relations and friends; a handsome provision for Mr. 
Neal and other of the deceased’s clerks ; £100,000 to be divided among 
all the charities, hospitals, asylums, and benevolent institutions in London. 
To the Leathersellers’ Company, of which he was father, £5,000; to 
Christ's Hospital, £5,000 ; to Christ’s Hospital for Hetherington, £10,000, 
and the Charity for the Blind, £2,000; St. Thomas's Hospital, £2,000; 
Guy's Hospital, £2,000; Bethlehem Hospital, £2,000; St. Luke's 
Hospital, "£3,000 ; Magdalen Hospital, £2,000; Orthopedic Hospital, 
£2,000; London Hospital, £2,000; St. Mark's Hospital, £2,000; 
Incurables’ Hospital, £2,000; Dreadnought Hospital, 2,000; Victoria 
Park Hospital, £2,000. Asylums, institutions, and societies :—City of 
London Truss Society, £2,000; National Lifeboat Institution, £2,000; 
Merchant Seamen's Orphan Asylum, £2,000; London Orphan Asylum, 
£2,000 ; Infant Orphan Asylum, £2,000; British Orphan Asylum, £2,000; 
Female Orphan Asylum, £2,000; Deaf and Dumb Asylum, £2,000; 
Indigent Blind Asylum, £2,000; Asylum for Idiots, £2,000; Asylum for 
Fatherless Children, £2,000; Ladies’ Charity School, £2,000; St. 
Ann's School, £2,000; National Benevolent Institution, £2,000. Other 
bequests :—To the minister and churchwardens of Merton, for the erection 
of schools and apprenticing the poor children educated there, £10,000; 
to the ministers and churchwardens of the churches in the villages of 
Burton and Thornton, for the maintenance of schools erected there by 
the late Mr. M. Thornton, £10,000 ; for the relief of the poor at Merton, 
£1,000; for the relief of the r at Burton, £5,000; to his nurse, 
£1,000; his coachman, £500; his gardener, £500 ; his under-gardener, 
£200. The willalso contains bequests to other parties and acquaintances. 
It is represented that the probate duty of the will cost £42,000, and 
the legacy duty will amount to upwards of £100,000. 

Mr. Thornton's career as a merchant in the City was most extra- 
ordinary. He was the son of a north country gentleman, and was born 
in 1776 at Burton, a village in Lonsdale, Westmoreland. The tourist to 
that sequestered region will find a handsome monument of Mr. R. 
Thornton’s attachment to his rps ere in the Charity School, which he 
built at a cost of £40,000, and endowed, for the lodging, boarding, and 
teaching of poor children in the parishes of Burton and Thornton. He 
was educated at Christ’s Hospital, and on leaving school he entered into 
business at Southwark ; but very few of the oldest City men can remember 
Mr. Thornton's first start in his commercial career. The circumstances 
of that time were very different to our conditions in later days. It was 
during our great war with the French Empire, when England was ex- 
cluded from the markets of Europe, and when the continental trade was 
of immensely great importance to us, that Mr. ‘Thornton, who 
was then carrying on business in partnership with his brother 
as a general merchant and ship-broker, threw himself, with 
fearless resolution, to break through the prohibition of English 
trade with the continent. Napoleon had made the most desperate efforts 
to destroy the whole of our foreign commerce. To enfore his decrees 
an entire division of the French army, under the command of General 
Rappe, was stationed at Dantzic, and every port in Northern Germany 
was Lesreeg guarded. On one occasion Richard Thornton was on board 
a vessel of his own, entering the Baltic, when she was encountered by a 
Danish gunboat, and the story goes that the Englishman, carrying a gun 
or two of his own, as was not unusual with merchantmen in those days, 
refused the summons to surrender, and showed fight, victoriously beating 
off the Dane after a vigorous cannonade. In that year, 1810, he got a 
commission from the Admiralty to purchase as much hemp as could be 
procured from Russia for the rigging of our flect, This errand was, of 
course, attended with some personal danger, since all the English had fled 
from or had been vg tee from Riga and St. Petersburg. But Richard 
Thornton was not likely to be deterred by such risks. He landed at 
Memel, and succeeded in obtaining and conveying to England muny 
thousands of tons of hemp for the use of our Government, in spite of 
difficulties which would have baffled any ordinary mar. A splendid 
recompense awaited him two years afterwards. An express communica- 
tion reached him from his brother, who was in that country at the time 
of the French invasion in 1812, He was apprised of the fact of 
Napvleon’s retreat from Moscow three days befure it was known either 
to our Ministers or to any other persons in London, and he profited 
by it to something over £200,000. The civil war which broke cut, 
with a short interval, in the kingdoms of Portugal and Spain excited 
Mr. Thornton's sympathy. He saw the utter rottenness of the Miguelite 
pension in Portugal as well as of the Carlist party in Spain, and 

@ judged that by subscribing towards their overthrow le might do a 
good act and make a good thing of it. | Military munitions were laid 
up in the Azores, to be ready for the use of Don Pedro's adherents, 
either to replace him or his daughter on the Portuguese throne. It 
was Mr. Thornton who advanced a great deal of the money for these 
preparations, and who, when Don Pedro's army took the field, con- 
tracted for its equipment, finding everything the soldiers required. That 
enterprise was successtully concluded in 1834 by the friendly interven. 
tion of the English Government. Yet scarcely had our young protege 
got safely seated on the throne of Lisbon than we had to assist another 
infant Queen against another pretender. Mr. Thornton did not hesitate 
to take the odds in favour of the Spanish heiress, as before of 
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on her behalf, and what with his claims as. a bondholder, heavy debts which 
they owed him, &c., he was a creditor of the young Peninsular Govern- 
ment of not less than two millions sterling. With this immense stake he 
never failed among the Peninsular bondholders to avow his own opinion 
that those Governments would ultimately redeem their credit. Mr. 
Thornton's personal services to the Portuguese Government were acknow- 
ledged by conferring on him the rank of a Knight Commander of the 
Order of the Tower and the Sword. Mr. Thornton was a member and 
underwriter at Lloyd's since the year 1798. Scorning the precautions of 
ordinary underwriters, who are in the habit of dividing their responsibilities 
with one another, so that the loss of a single vessel and her would 
fall, perhaps, on twenty or thirty persons, Mr. Thornton has taken a 
leonine share of the most tempting and lucrative hazards. No other man 
would be disposed, even for a premium of 70 per cent., to undertake the 
insurance of £100,000 on one bottom. Mr. Thornton, until his 
retirement from that scene of action, was beyond comparison the 
atest man at Lloyd's, and, though single-handed, his operations 
rivalled those of the great marine insurance companies which have 
flourished so largely in these days. Previously to the late war with 
Russia he would sometimes insure for the Imperial Government such a 
thing as a steam frigate built in the English dockyards, and once, it is 
said, having entered into a similar liability towards that ofanother foreign 
State, on being asked by a friend how he could insure the fleets of the 
different European kingdoms, he replied, “ Oh, if they lose the men-of- 
war that I have insured I can pay for them in their own bonds.” Besides, 
being the holder of Consols in England, Mr. Thornton was also one 
of the largest holders of foreign securities. He was noted for the extent and 
multiplicity of his investments, as well as for his dexterous use of such op- 
portunities as have neared been presented by the variable moods and 
opinions of the Stock Exchange. But ordinary trade had not been Mr. 
Thornton's only resource. He sometimes won largely on the affairs of the 
turf, and at other times has taken considerable bets on the result of a 
military campaign or a ministerial crisis. During our war with Russia it 
is said he laid the sum of £10,000 against £500 with a well-known Greek 
merchant that the price of Consols, which was, of course, somewhat 
declining, would never fall below 85 until the conclusion of peace. One 
dark morning, in the winter which found us in a shocking mess at Sebas- 
topol and Balaclava, the price actually came down to 854, and those who 
had envied Mr. Thornton's invariable luck were rubbing their hands at 
the prospect of his defeat. But Consols fell no lower, and Mr. Thorn- 
ton pocketed the modest stake of his antagonist, having risked such odds 
against it. Before closing we should refer to his acts of charity 
and beneficence as a_ fitting accompeniment of such good for- 
tune, The schools which he has founded in his native village 
far away in the dales have already been noticed.’ But there 
is another pleasing trophy of hia liberality—a double row of alms- 
houses, neatly built, and situated in a very pretty, open garden at 
the edge of Barnet-common, just outside the neighbourly little town. The 
Leathersellers’ Company, which boasted him as the father or senior mem- 
ber, erected one block of these houses in 1838 with money given by him 
when he filled the office of master in that worshipful guild. A second 
donation of his, in 1850, enabled them to build a new range of these 
comfortable lodgings, in which altogether thirteen aged men and women 
enjoy a stipend each of 10s. weekly, with coals and candles. Every year 
he used to go to Barnet with the worshipful master and wardens, in the 
last week in May to shake hands with the poor old pensioners, to com- 
pare their length of years with his own, and then to dine in good old 
English fashion with his colleagues in that ancient corporation. Such 
was the dignity and recreation of aLondon merchant of the old school. 








VISITS OF AMERICAN VESSELS TO COCHIN-CHINA, 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 
Sir,—In Du Ponceau’s work upon the Chinese Language, I find a 
statement that the two ships with which Captain White went to Cochin- 
China in 1819 were the first American vessels that had ascended the 
river Donnai in that kingdom; but the honour—such as it is—belongs to 
the ship Arab, Benjamin Lander, master, owned by John Derby, Samuel 
G. Derby, and John Prince, which sailed from Boston for Cochin-China 
the 17th of March, 1803, with 40,000 Spanish dollars, and goods valued 
at 2,311 dollars, and not succeeding, went to Manila, returning from 
thence in the summer of 1804. This was the first American ship that 
visited that country.— Yours respectfully, Skip Pes.

THE SIGN FOR PER CENT. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 

Si1r,—Having resided for many years in different parts of the Continent, 
and during that time had commercial and financial dealings with most 
countries on the face of the globe, I have often been forcibly struck with 
the unaccountable fact that the English press, without one single excep- 
tion tomy knowledge—even among those specially devoted to different 
branches of trade—should totally ignore a little conventional sign generally 
used by merchants in all countries and even in newspapers printed in all 
languages, even in Russian and Greek. I allude to the common con- 
ventional signs of 9/, and °,,,, to represent what you print at full length 
as ‘per cent.” and “per mille.” ‘This is the more surprising in a country 
where if * brevity is the soul of wit,” it is equally applicable in commercial 
correspondence, indeed one of the principal rules of which is to condense 
what one has to say into as few words as possible. 

As in England all merchants connected with foreign countries are 
familiar with these abbreviations, and no doubt they are also well under- 
stood by retailers, I see no reason why they should not be generally in- 
troduced by the English press, and I should be glad to see you take the 
lead, as by these signs you would be not the less understood by your 
readers, and it would save space in your columns.—I remain, Sir, &c.,

OPENING OF THE NEW SEASON TEAS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegruph.) 


S1a,—The news which this mail conveys to England is important, that 
is, as regards this port. You will have noticed the alarming advices 
which recent mails from home have repeatedly brought us respecting the 
serious failures of large houses, and the unsatisfactory state of the fea 
trade, which one would have imagined was sufficient to make everybody 
more careful than usual how they transacted business in future, more 
especially in tea; but I regret to say such warnings seem to have been 
entirely forgotten, at least so it appears, ason the 18th inst. the tea 
market was opened by a foreign firm purchasing 8,000 chests at 32 
taels!! I need not say this took all by surprise, because the musters 
shown of the new crop prove the teas to be inferior to last season's both 
in make and liquor, and the quantity then on the market did not exceed 
20,000 chests ; therefore all anticipated lower pres by holding back, and 
allowing stocks to accumulate until the end of the month, which course 
would have been beneficial to all foreigners interested, and teamen would 
have been glad to accept 5 to 6 taels below the rate at which the market was 
opened. By this firm buying so soon prices are actually above opening 
rates of last year ; and, looking to latest home advices, it will be fortunate 

if these teas pay. The Fiery Cross will be towed to sea by the 
steamer, Chanticleer, on Wednesday morning, the 24th inst., and the 
Serica at the same time by the steamer Vulcan, so we shall be anxious to 
know which reaches home first, as they are both splendid vessels, They 
receive £4. 10s. per ton, and the first to arrive receives £1 extra. The 
Yangtsre and Ziba will leave during the week; they load at £3. 10s., and 
10s. extra for first ship home. 

The following are the ships now here and wanting tea cargoes 
Childers, Black Prince, Young Lochinvar, Flying Spur, Belted Will, 
pe of Aberdeen, and Min. Loading for Shanghai:—Phillip Nelson 
and Gossamer. Left for Shanghai:—Reindeer, Water Witch, Oliver 
Cutts, Japanese, and Tycoon. 

The present mail also takes the news of the evacuation by the rebels of 
the City of Changchow (near Amoy). Whether they have been starved 
out or not is unknown. Just before leaving they set fire to the city.

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The staff commanders and masters of the Royal Navy are not disposed 
to agree with the contents of the memorandum submitted to the House of 
Lords just previously to the dissolution of Parliament. They must in 
the course of nature “die out,” but they are not disposed to part with 
life until they have repeated opportunities of protesting against the con- 
templated regulation by which they are to be doomed to remain in statu 
quo whilst those now junior to them are permitted to rise in their profes- 
sion, and so become in a few short years their superior officers. 

The Turkish frigate Osman Ghazy, Capt, Arib Bey, which arrived in 
Plymouth Sound from Greenock will receive her armament at Hamoaze. 
One of her Armstrong guns, sent by the South Devon Railway, weighs 
12tons, The Turkish Ambassador, M. Musurus, is expected at Plymouth 
to inspect the frigate. 

Lieut.-Col. Austen, 2nd division depot brigade Royal Artillery, Wool- 
wich, Lieut.-Col. Rotton, and Capt. Manderson, have been placed under 
orders at Woolwich, to hold themselves in readiness for services in India, 
to take their departure probably in September next.

HOLLAND. 
' (FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpay, July 13. 
At last the Second Chamber of the States-General opened 
the discussions about the Bill abolishing the stamp duty on 
newspapers, and to levy stamp duties on commercial bills and 
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receipts to cover the 600,000f., which amount would be lost 
by the treasury when the tax upon knowledge should be 
abolished. A good many of the members agreed with the first 
proposal, but they declined to consent to laying a tax upon the 
trade instead of upon the Press. It was also probable that an 
amendment contrary to the ideas of the Minister would be voted 
with a large majority. After a long and animated discussion, 
Mr, van Nicrop proposed such a motion, which was approved 
of by 50 against 16 votes., After this votum, the Minister felt 
himself obliged to revote the whole Bill. I need not say 
that a general indignation prevails in the whole Press, and there 
is not one of our contemporaries dares to defend now the quast 
Liberal Government. After this defeat, it is very probable 
that Mr. Betz will resign. 

The other Parliamentary business will be very unimportant, 
and within a week the Chambers will take the recess till a part 
of the members meet again to be present at the closing of 
the session. 

The Prince of Orange started last Sunday, via Calais and 
Dover, for London. The rumour that a marriage between 
H.RB.H. and Princess Helena of England is the aim of his voyage 
becomes more and more probable. 

The Government of Japan again ordered of one of our iron- 
manufactories a large quantity of machinery and utensils. 

One of the eminent men who improved the cultivation of 
bark (quina) in our East Indian Possessions certainly was Dr. 
J.D. de Vry, who returned some months since in consequence 
of his bad health. It is generally regretted that he was obliged, 
by this reason, to ask his disraissal, which was most honour- 
ably granted yesterday. 

Some days ago a brochure was published, wherein it is 
stated that some persons of highrank havelaid before the Govern- 
ment @ very important plan. Messrs, G. Suermondt, H. Hope 
Loudon, E. A. Haitink, G. H. Ublenbeck, J. van Swieten, R. 
W. Besier, A. P. Gudon, Hendrik Muller Szoon, and L. Earl 
van Bylandt, intend to establish a company, with a capital of 
50 millions of guilders. They made the proposal to the 
Government to yield to the company for 99 years the coffee- 
grounds and plants of West Java, that is, the residencies of 
Bantam, Krawang ; the regencies of Preanger and Cheribon, 
besides the grounds which are fit for the cultivation of coffee. 
The company will pay for this concession the net profits 
which our Government obtained during the years 1851— 
1860 from these grounds, and which are estimated to amount to 
35,000,000f.—so that a capital of 15,000,000f. will remain 
for disposal by the company. Moreover it is proposed to 
redeem the obligatory cultivation and heerediensten, except those 
rendered to the desfas (services which must be rendered by 
the natives), of the workmen, at the rate of f.12.50 per year, 
aud per family of three persons on average. The exploitation 
of the cultivation of coffee will be done voluntarily and for 
a good salary. Tho native, however, who leaves the company 
willagain be subjected to obligatory cultivation and heerediensten. 
The company believes that with 50 per cent, of the actual work- 
men the best results will be obtained, similar to those in Ceylon. 
The Government will be free to levy land-taxes on the rice- 
grounds of those residencies, which naturally remain the property 
of the population ; likewise the land-taxes may be levied in the 
regencies of Preanger. The compapy proposes to improve and 
augment the cultivation of rice, to provide for tho wants 
of the population. A land-tax of 15f. per bouw of coffee- 
ground will be paid by the company to the Government. This, 
accumulated with the export duties, will not only assure the 
State receiving the averaged yearly profits, but it is quite 
certain that within a short time this profit will be surpassed 
2,500,000f., that is by nearly 560 per cent. per year. When 
the cultivation is improved and augmented the company will 
sell their rights upon little parts of the coffee grounds to the 
natives, according to the stipulations of the Government. 
Negotiations are opened with the Trading Company to sell the 
coffee which will be produced in Holland, so that the Dutch 
coffee market will be assured. 

If the Government is of opinion that this plan embraces 
too much, then these gentlemen will be content to make an 
experiment with the regencies of Preanger. es 

I need not say that this plan meets with much opposition 
by the Conservative press, which is much afraid that the 
Government will lose their rights upon the grounds of Java.

The Queen returned to-day from her trip to England, and 
started immediately for the Hague. As to the Prince of Orange, 
he will remain for somo time in London, and then proceed to 
Scotland to enjoy the pleasures of the shooting season. The 
rumour so widely spread about an intended marriage with the 
Princess Helena may now be regarded as unfounded. Some of 
the continental journals, however, persist in believing that our 
Prince is gone to London upon an interesting errand, and 
they add that the Queen is very desirous of the match, and 
of secing her son “settle” himself. It is perhaps possible— 
as the Lurope says—that the Prince decidedly wants “ ssttling 
down ;” but it is not fair of that paper to give currency to 
such a canard, The Second Chamber of the States General 
ended their session for this year on the 19th inst. The mem- 
bers met 113 times, and undoubtedly much was done ina 
liberal sense ; but there remains still so much to do that the Op- 
position paper—we havo only one—reiterates that our Cabinet 
did nothing at all, and what it did do had better not have been 
done. 

The last sittings of the Seoond Chamber were very interesting. 
The Commercial Treaty with France was approved unanimously, 
save by one vote, that of Mr. Wintgens, The attitude taken 
by the Opposition was very strange indeed, when the discussion 
on the treaty began. Mr. Rochussen, one of the Conservative 
leaders, made such an attack upon the Cabinet, that the Presi- 
dent was obliged to censure him, which was applauded very 
warmly by the members. It would be useless to indicate all 
the complaints of the Opposition, One member lamented that 
no more than 26 kilos. of Java tobacco were imported into 
France for the use of the regis; another told us that the im- 
portation of Java coffee there since 1860 had decreased by 10 
millions of pounds, and now was reduced to 4 or 6 millions 
of pounds; a third regretted that the Government had granted 
the demand made by that of France for a decrease in the wine 
dutics. Every member of the Opposition made a more or 
less severe attack; and all except one voted for the treaty, 


which, without any doubt, will be approved also by the First 
Chamber, 
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Some time ago two London houses—Irving, Ebsworth, and 
Holmes, and Kemble, Trower, and Co.—bought of the sugar- 
refiners, Wythoff and Zoon, at Amsterdam, a considerable 
quantity of sugar on a warrant (entre potdok-ceel), Four 
months elapsed from the time the sugar was duly paid for 
before the refiners stopped payment. One of our old sugar 
laws gives the Government a preferential claim in such a case, 
so that the sugar which the London house bought and paid for, 
but which still lay in the Amsterdam docks in the name of the 
refiners, became the property of the Government for duties owing 
by the Messrs. Wythoff and Zoon. The Government, however, 
acknowledged the injustice of this, and proposed to the Second 
Chamber to make restitution to the London houses of about 
half the amount produced by the sale of the sugar at auction. 
This proposal was carried unanimously, but I regret that not 
one of the members made 8 motion to indemnify the London 
houses in toto, and I am astonished that none of your con- 
temporaries has published anything relative to this important 
commercial question. 

The First Chamber of the States General, which has been 
again reinforced at the late election by some Liberal members— 
amougst them Mr, Duymaer van Twist, formerly Governor- 
General of the East Indies—will meet again on the 31st. 

In my last I mentioned some particulars about the Company 
for the cultivation of coffee in West Java. The Arnhemsche 
Courant has since stated that the Minister for the Colonial De- 
partment had rejected the plan, but 1 can assure you that, 
notwithstanding there are very many difficulties, the Minister 
did not reject the proposal at all. On the contrary, many 
Indian specialities have been consulted with regard to it, and 
also with regard to the law relative to Indian cultures in 
general. 

Our eminent archivist, Dr. C. Bakhuizen van den Brink, died 
suddenly at the Haguea few days ago.

HAMBURG. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Jory 23, 

Since my letter of the 6th inst. I have perused tho German 
translation of the Report therein mentioned, published by the 
Danish Government, on the trade with China, with a view to 
encourage the Danes to take part in the commerce of that 
country. Denmark, however, not being a manufacturing State, 
and there being no outlet in the East for their own home pro- 
duce, which is almost exclusively confined to cattle, grain, and 
butter, it is difficult to see what inducement the Danes can find 
to trade with China, Their mercantile navy has been so 
crippled by the loss of Schleswig and Holstein, in conse- 
quence of the events of last year, that the merchant 
vessels belonging to the kingdom proper are reduced to very 
small dimensions in point of numbers, and even these find 
profitable employment in conveying the produce of the country 
to England and other European States, so that there is but 
little margin for enterprising shipowners to incur the risks and 
uncertainties of opening up a new business by their forced par- 
ticipation in the carrying trade to the Far East. And yet it is 
to this object that the “Report” is evidently driving at ; for it 
gives at full length copies of charter parties for rice cargoes, 
and recommends captains to furnish themselves with letters 
of credit at the rice shipping ports to enable them to purchase 
a cargo of grain for ship's account, should no suitable charter 
be obtainable, which will be sure to meet with a ready sale, 
and pay a remunerative freight. The Report gives a deal of 
statistical detail of the trade of Shanghai and the other open 
ports, as well as much about Hong Hong, its port and harbour 
regulations, and those concerning the coolie passenger traflic ; 
and oven hints at the advantages of associations for joint ope- 
rations on an extensive scale, as a means peculiarly beneficial 
under present circumstances ; and it was no doubt in reference 
to this semi-official recommendation that I not long ago had to 
report to you that a provisional committee had been formed at 
Copenhagen under the presidency of Vice-Admiral Steen Bille, 
for the purpose of concocting means to execute the idea, and 
from a sort of Danish-Chinese Shipowning Company. As a 
further inducement to Danish shipowners to profit by the ad- 
vantages opened to them by the conclusion of tho treaty with 
Ohina, the “ Report” speaks rather grandiloquently of the num- 


ber of Danish vessels that visited Chinese ports in the year 
1863, but the prestige is considerably weakened, if not altogether 
lost, by glancing at the list, tonnage and nationality of the 
vessels at pp. 73-75, for out of the total of 81 vessels 
of 9,628 lasts (one Danish last equal to 2} English tons), it 
appears that 44 vessels of 5,119 lasts—or more than 
haif—were owned in ports of the Duchy of Schleswig, which 
now no longer wear the Dannebrog flag ; 25 veasels of 3,003 
lasts belonged to Holstein, which vessels also now sail either 
the Schleswig-Holstein flag or that of Prussia, and only twelve 
vessels of 1,506 lasts were owned at porta belonging to what 
little is left of Denmark Proper. To ensure the anticipated 
success, it would appear to be absolutely necessary to organise 
an adequate system of paid consuls to take care of the interests 
of their countrymen and speedily redress their grievances, 
without which no great increase in their navigation of Chinese 
ports can be expected, for the Danish shipowners are quite as 
long-headed and keen as those of any other nation. In the 
present state of affuirs there are, it is true, honorary Danish 
consulates at some of the opened Chinese ports, but in the 
absence of Danish merchants established there, they are held by 
foreigners—chiefly partners in English mercantile firms; for as 
the “ Report ” confesses with singular naivete, “ that besides one 
single Danish house at Hong Kong there are in all the ports of 
China but three Danish partners in three different foreign 
houses, none of which aro in direct mercantile communication 
with Denmark.” It is, perhaps, with a view to effect an im- 
provement in this respect that I perceive in the Copenhagen 
Official Gazette the recent appointment—it is dated July 14— 
of Mr. G. J. Helland to be Consul at Hong Kong for H.M. the 
King of Denmark. 

Further particulars fully confirm the melancholy loss of the 
Hamburg vessel the Alster, while at anchor in Apia harbour, 
as mentioned in my last. She was loading there for this port, 
and had 120 tons of cocoanut oil on board when she went 
down, all hands being lost except one seaman saved. 

The Russian Consul at Hakodadi has sent home to his 
Government some specimen boxes of Japanese silkworm eggs 
as a trial, and asks permission to make purchases on a large 
scale for distribution among the silk growers in the South of 
Russia, where he thinks they would be pre-eminently successful 
from the similarity of the soil and climate.

He also made overtures to the British Consul and other foreign 
authorities at Amoy to open up trade with Chang-chow, which, 
of course were rejected. At the same time, a strict neutrality 
was maintained, leaving the Imperialists to fight their own 
battles, and reserving the naval force in harbour for the pro- 
tection of foreign residents. As the trade of Amoy was ma- 
terially affected by this last stronghold of the rebels, the 
Foreign Maritime Customs established a blockade lorcha on the 
river, to prevent the importation of munitions of war, or foreign 
adventurers joining their ranks. These precautions were but 
inefficiently carried out, as many Europeans and Americans 
succeeded in reaching the head-quarters of the Tsze Wana, 
who gladly accepted their services, Among these were some 
renegades from the disciplined Chinese force disbanded after 
the fall of Soochow, led by a Prussian named Rogpe, who in- 
tended to form a similar corps among the rebels, And, what 
was of greater importance, the notorious BURGEVINE was on his 
way to join them, when he was captured. 

Mcanwhile the supine Imperialists were roused to the necessity 
of sending a strong force for the reduction of Chang-chow, under 
the command of General Kwo-sun-LIN 3 also Colonel Krrxaaw, 
an efficient officer during Gorpoy’s command of the Quin-san 
force. The former kept the enemy in check for some months 
but failed to effect any material operation in weakening his 
position, excepting in cutting off his supplies. Whether these 
were becoming scarce, or from their own suicidal system of de- 
vastation, the place was impoverished, does not appear, but after 
holding the city for seven months they evacuated it on the 15th 
May. This they had been doing for a week previously, unknown 
to tho Imperialists, who discovered the fact, while making an 
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That city they cap- 
obtaining admission 
through the gates in disguise, which they closed and commenced 
an indiscriminate slaughter on the unoffending inhabitants, 
spreading, as usual, rapine and bloodshed around, taking the 
young women as cooks and mistresses, and the able-bodied men 
they 
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attack on the stockades erected by the rebels outside the 
walls. These were captured with but little resistance, the 
few defenders having set them on fire and fled into the city, 

which was. also evacuated at midnight, the blazing houses 

lighting them on their march. On leaving they seperated 
into three columns, and were followed by the Chinese General 

and his army, when the rebel forces surrounded and cut them 
off, but with what result is not yet known. Next day our 
informant visited Chang-chow, and states :—“On entering the 
“ city the morning after evacuation I found it burning and in 
“ one mass of ruins. What the rebels had not demolished they 
“set on fire, so that the destruction of the entire city is 

“complete. There has been very few killed or captured, but 

“ inside the walls the stagnant pools are full of dead bodies. 

“The §whole of the Enropeans have left with the rebels, who 

“ have gone further south in the direction of Tong-san, a city 

“on the coast, which they intend to capture if they can. On 

“ their route they have taken some small towns. In the house 
* occupied by the Europeans an order-book was found contain- 

“ ing the names of many men late of the Quinsan force, who 

“were appointed to posts in the rebel army by their leader 

“ Roupg.” 

On the day previous to the evacuation of Chang-chow 
Colonel Kimxnam was at Amoy, with a portion of his 
contingent, aiding the authorities in enforcing the bluckade 
against foreign rowdies and unscrupulous traders with 
the rebels. .There he received information that BuRcEvien, 
who had been deported from Shanghai, was in a schooner just 
arrived from Formosa. After communicating with the Com- 
missioner of Customs at this port, he went on board with two 
officers, but found that he had gone ashore. However, he saw 
an American negro, whom he knew was to pilot the schooner 
up the river. At first he denied it, but after a little confessed, 
and stated that they intended sailing up that night, and if 
Kiecnam kept a good look out from the blockade vessel he 
would see them. This was done, and Burgevine with another 
foreigner were captured about midnight, and handed over to 
the custody of the Customs authorities, as they had established 
the blockade, These again delivered them over to the Uhinese 
General, who kept them prisoners in his camp for three days, and 
then sent them to the Taotai of Amoy. Here the American 
Consul demanded BurcEvrne to be given up, as he was a citizen 
of the United States, but the mandarins would not comply, and 
conveyed him overland to Foochow. At this the Consul and 
American residents made a threatening demonstration; the 
former stating that he would order up a ship df war to the 
port and demand satisfaction. Such is the purport of our 
news connected with this remnant of the Tnipings in arms ; and 
as they contemplate forming a junction with the disaffected 
Triad rebels in the province of Kwang-tung, it is probable 
that the south of China may again be desolated by these 
scourges of the empire and of humanity. 








POSTAGE—FRANCE, CHINA, JAPAN, &6. 

THE Imperial Government has just published an elaborate 
table of the rates of postage to be paid on letters, newspapers, 
and other matters passing between certain places in the East, 
and between the East and Europe. The charge for letters 
between Shanghai and Yokohama is fixed, if prepaid, at 50c 
the quarter ounce (74 grammes) ; if sent unpaid, 70c, Between 
France and Algeria, or the French bureaux in Turkey, or Egypt 
and Yokohama, 70c. if prepaid, and 90c. if unpaid. Between 
the French postal agencies in America and Yokohama, f.1.60 
per quarter ounce, whether prepaid or not. Letters insufficiently 
paid will be charged, as at present, as unpaid letters, allowance 
being made for the stamps. Registered letters, 50c. in addi- 
tion, but must be fully prepaid. Newspapers, periodicals, 
books, music, engravings, and printed matter of all kinds, 
between Shanghai and Yokohama, 10c. per 40 grammes. From 
France, Algeria, Turkey and Egypt, to Yokohama—or from 
Yokohama to Turkey and Egypt, 13c. From Yokohama to 
France and Algeria, 16c: per 40 grammes, Samples may 
be seut either by French or English mail boats between 
France, Algeria, and Yokohama, for 13c. the 40 grammes, 
with the usual restrictions as to value and mode of address. 
Letters passing between Yokohama and the French colonies 
and establishments in India and China, Bourbon, Madagascar, 
and Mayotte, 60c. per quarter ounce; between Yokohama 
and other French possessions in communication with Japan, 
f.1.60 ; between Yokohama and the British possessions in 
Asia and Mauritius, 60c,; between Yokohama and Malta, 
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Greece, Italy, Switzerland, Germany, Austria, Belgrade, Holland, 
and Great Britain, f.1.20 ; between Denmark, Sweden, Russia, 
Moldavia and Wallachia, the United States, Brazils, the West India 
Islands in general, Newfoundland, and Canada, f.1.60. In the 
preceding cases, prepayment is optional ; in the following, it is 
obligatory :—Between Yokohama and the Seychelles Islands, 
60c.; between Yokohama, Spain, Portugal, Gibraltar, and 
Servia (with the exception of Belgrade), f.1.20 ; between Yoko- 
hama and other ports beyond sea, 60c. per quarter ounce. 
Letters may be registered to or from all or nearly all of the 
first set of places just mentioned by paying double postage. 
Printed matter may be sent between Yokohama and the French 
and English possessions in India and China, Mauritius, Bour- 
bon, Mayotte and Madagascar, Seychelles, the ports of Greece, 
and the other States of Europe, with the exception of Great 
Britain and Malta, for 15c. per 40 grammes; between Yoko- 
hama and other French Colonies and possessions, and, other 
ports beyond sea, 25c.; between Yokohama, Great Britain and 
Malta, 20c. The French Post-office is very particular about 
the making-up of registered letters ; there must be two seals 
at least, and these must be from the same stamp and must 
secure all the folds of the envelope, and no article in gold or 
silver, or anything liable to customs duty can be enclosed ; on 
the other hand, in the case of a registered letter being lost, 
the French Post-office pays a fine of fifty francs. In conse- 
quence, however, of the arrangements of our own Post-office, 
registered letters passing between Yokohama and Great Britain, 
or any British Colony or Possession, are not protected by the 
penalty. Surely this question of indemnity for registered 
letters when lost deserves reconsideration in St. Martin’s Le 
Grand. 


REDUCTION OF DUTY ON RUSSIAN CARAVAN 
TEAS. 


Tr reduction of the Russian customs duty on seaborne 
teas led us at the time to anticipate an abatement of rates on 
caravan teas, whether brought to Kiachta or over the Oren- 
burg frontier by way of ‘Tashkend and Troitsk. This fresh 
adjustment, by which low qualities of those teas are admitted 
at 35 copecks or 1s. 6d. per Ib., and superior descriptions at 
50 copecks or half a rouble per lb., is not likely to lessen the 
progressive rate of our exportation of fine and medium to the 
Baltic, the Black Sea, or to Prussia for transportation to the 
neighbouring Russian provinces. Its main effect will be to 
equalise more completely the terms on which the Russian con- 
sumer will choose as between caravan and seaborne importa- 
tions ; for although the {duties on the former are lower, the 
difference would seem not unreasonable, having regard to the 
more expensive transport by the land route. The cara- 
van tea trade, so far, has been regulated less by Russian re- 
quirements for Asiatic produce than Asiatic requirements for 
Russian goods, or such goods as Russia chose to furnish ; but 
for the enormous profits on those goods, the overland tea 
trade would have been manifestly a losing one. Such being 
the conditions, the quantity of tea thus imported, or which 
enters into the exchanges, is not to be affected very materially 
by the announced reduction. The Bokharians and traders of 
Kokan, encouraged by the grant of long credits to purchase 
goods in the Russian markets, and maintaining constant com- 
munication with Chuguchak, Kuldjei and Kashgar, carry 
thither Russian cloths, and return laden with bags of green and 
black tea as the cheapest currency with which to discharge 
their obligations. A reduced duty, in the absence of the com- 
petition now created by seaborne importations, would be in 
their favour, but not otherwise, as it excludes them from pro- 
portionately enhancing the value of the article. So with the 
Siberian and Chinese traders at Kiachta, though in their case 
the exchange is more direct than in Central Asia, The cara- 
van tea to which the lower duty applies cannot be placed in 
the Russian markets at less than 4s. 6d. per lb.—a price ‘at 
which we could readily compete even with our medium teas were 
a differential duty established in their favour, that is to say, at 
the same figure which Russia is prepared to levy on seaborne 
teas imported directly from the country of production, We 
thus offer a superior article to the average caravan teas at the 
same price, and so forward a purpose Russia has in view, the 
improvement through competition of the quality and prepara- 
tion of her Asiatic overland supplies. Thus alone, too, can 
the demand among the mass of her population be immediately 
and rapidly stimulated. The premium she offers on direct im- 
portations will not, under existing conditions, be responded to. 





GENERAL Prorn, the U.S. Minister in Japan, who lately 
returned from that country, has visited Paria, previous to his 
return to Washington. During his stay there he stated that 


the Tycoon was most favourably disposed towards the foreign 
Powers. 


A Parts Parer announces that the Court of Peking has issued 
a decree authorising the construction of a railway from Shanghai 
to the capital of China, This decree is said to be signed by 
the Empress. It is also announced that the King of Siam has 
resolved on the reorganisation of his fleet, and has sent an 
order to France for the construction of a corvette, and of four 
armed vessels of lighter draught. This is not at all probable, 
seeing that the cost would be more than the Siamese could 
meet. 


Tr is stated in the Paris paper La Finance that the British 
Government intend to send a political agent to the Korea. 
We cannot at present state if there is any truth in this state- 
ment, but the opening for such a mission was noticed in our 
issue of the 27th Feb.

Literature.

Literature will be nobly represented in the next Parliament. 
For many sessions London has not been able to boast of such 
representatives as it has just returned. The name of Mr. Mill 
is in itseif sufficient to reflect literary dignity on the whole 
body of members. Mr. Torrens is well known in literary 
circles as a vigorous political writer in the Daily News, Eza- 
miner, and other weekly and quarterly journals ; he is also the 
author of two solid volumes on the “ Industrial History of 
Free Nations,” and of another valuable work on the “ Use and 
Study of History.” Mr. Hughes, the well-known author of 
“Tom Brown’s School Days,” is not merely an amusing writer, 
but a political economist of a high stamp. Mr. Goschen, who 
is again returned for the City, is a young man who, besides 
having taken high honours at Oxford, is the author of a re- 
markable book on the “Theory of Foreign Exchanges.” Mr, 
Lawrence Oliphant, who represents the Stirling Burghs, is 
well known as the author of a valuable account of Lord 
Elgin’s Mission to China and Japan. In addition to these, 
Mr. Layard is again returned for Southwark, and among the 
other boroughs we find a considerable sprinkling of literary 
names, many of which (like those for instance of Sir E. Bulwer 
Lytton, Mr. Gladstone, and Mr. Disraeli) are already familiar 
in the reports of debates. On the whole, however, the new 
Parliament will be decidedly more literary than any of its pre- 
decessors. 

The Edinburgh Review for July contains an interesting article 
headed “ China and Japan” which embodies a review on the 
lately-published works of Messrs. Michie and Lay, and Sir 
Macdonald Stephenson. The writer, deploring the disin- 
tegrated condition of the Chinese Empire, advocates the con- 
struction of railways and telegraphs, and the organisation of a 
small but effective standing army disciplined and armed on 
the European system, as the only means of arresting the pro- 
gress of that gradual decay which seems to threaten total 
dismemberment as the ultimate destiny of the Empire. 
“ Nothing,” the says, “ would so certainly or rapidly tend to 
its restoration to more than pristine wealth and population, at 
the same time that it would multiply the power of the 
Peking Government to destroy its enemies, and the enemies 
of all peace and civil Government, as a well-combined system 
of railroads and telegraph lines.” With reference to 
Japan, great credit is awarded to Sir Rutherford Alcock for the 
bold and vigorous policy initiated by him, to which is attri- 
buted the satisfactory footing on which our relations with that 
country have recently been placed. 

We have received the second part of the first volume of the 
Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society. It contains several in- 
teresting papers, but none specially bearing on China or the 
remote East. .The Journal of the North China Branch of the 
Society, for December, 1864, has also reached us, and is full 
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of interesting matters. Notes on the City of Yedo, narratives 
of overland journeys from Canton to Hankow, and from St. 
Petersburg to Peking, and a paper on the Medicines and Medi- 
cal Practice of the Chinese, form the most important portion 
of its contents. 


Tue Woestevon Meetinc.—On Saturday, the 15th inst., the China 
Challenge Vase was shot for. The conditions of the match awe been 
left to the determination of the Council, t curiosity was naturally felt 
as to the ultimate destination of so valuable a piece of plate. The de- 
cision arrived at was that it should be placed in the hends of the Lord- 
Lieutenant of the winning county from year to year, and that £100 shonld 
be annually divided among the more successful of the competing squads, 
consisting of ten men drawn from every county desirous of entering. 
Several designs for the vase have been submitted, and the selection is 
under consideration by a committee. Thirty-two counties competed for 
it, the following being the four —— scores :—

The biddings for 25,00,000 rupees (£250,000) in bills on 
India, took place at the Bank of England. The proportions 
allotted were—To Calcutta 17,76,000 rupees, to Bombay 
5,560,000 rapees, and to Madras 224,000 rupees. The 
minimum price was, as before, 1s. 104d. on Calcutta and 
Madras, and 1s. 10jd.on Bombay, Tenders on Calcutta and 
Madras at 1s. 114d. will receive about 54 per cent., and on 
Bombay at 2s. in full. 

In consequence of a cab accident to Mr. Antrobus, the 
meeting of the creditors of Messrs, Lindsay and Co., China, 
has not yet been convened. . 

A company is in formation for carrying on the business of 
wholesale tea-dealers, on much the same principle as Peek’s 
and Travers’s, 

Telegrams announcing the opening of the new Teas at Han- 
kow have been received, and much dissatisfaction is expressed 
at the prices paid, which are estimated at 2s. 5d, laid down 
in London. 

At the meeting of the London Joint-Stock Bank, the avail- 
able total was stated to be £123,125, and a dividend and 
bonus equivalent to 18 per cent. per annum were declared, 
leaving £25,925 to be carried forward. The paid-up capital 
is £1,080,000, and the reserve £309,615. 

The report of the Consolidated Bank shows an available 
total of £61,812, including a previous balance of £1,827, and 
recommends a dividend and bonus for the half-year at the rate 
of 15 per cent. per annum, and the appropriation of £10,000 to 
reserve, which will thus be raised to £70,065, leaving £6,812 
to be carried forward. 

The report of the Alliance Bank states the available balance 
to be £27,653, and recommends for the half-year a dividend at 
the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, and the application of £1,000 
towards preliminary expenses, leaving £4,485 to be carried 
forward, The directors state that the position of the bank has 
materially improved since the last half-yearly meeting, but that, 
“with respect to the account specially referred to in their last 
report, they do not feel themselves in a position to determine 
the amount which will be required from the reserve fund to 
meet the loss that may arise thereon, as some time must elapse 
before the value of the securities and estates affecting it can be 
ascertained.” 

The first general meeting of Reuter’s Telegram Company 
(Limited) was held on the 24th inst. The report, which was 
unanimously adopted, states that the directors have to con- 
gratulate the shareholders upon the satisfactory results which 
have attended the business of the company during the short 
period that has elapsed since its formation. The company 
bought the business of Mr. Reuter at a price based upon the 
estimated revenue for the past three years, with its prospective 
increase, and the shareholders are informed by Messrs. Quilter, 
Ball, and Co.’s report, that the actual net profits during that 
period exceeded considerably the average amount on which their 
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contract was based. It is anticipated by the directors that the 
dividend may hereafter be increased, and a sufficient surplus 
appropriated toa reserve fund. The profit for the six months 
ending the 30th June last, amounts to £6,645. 10s, 11d., out 
of which a dividend at the rate of 8 per cent. was declared, 
payable on the 31st inst. After payment of all charges and 
writing off £200 from the preliminary expenses, there will re- 
main ® balance of £2,442. 5s. 2d. to be carried forward to the 
next account. A vote of thanks to$ the chairman, Mr. John 
Dent, terminated the proceedings. 

The following in reference to the Peep o’Day, which left 
London for Shanghai on the 21st Sept., has appeared in the 
daily papers. The ship I’eep o’Day outward bound to Shanghai, 
and on which some sixty to eighty guineas prem. of insurance 
had been paid on account of lengthened voyage, was posted at 
Lloyd's as a missing ship—+t.e., considered as lost. The an- 
nouncement being considered by the underwriters premature, 
they pfotested, and the notice was taken down, but the next 
day, through the intercession, it is reported, of either -the 
broker or the owner of the ship, she was again posted, not- 
withstanding a general belief that the ship was not even out of 
time, and a great injustice to the wives and families of those 
serving on board, as their allowances were stopped from that 
moment. This was confirmed on the arrival of the mail, the 
ship having been spoken by the Gloucestershire, in lat. 22 S., 
long. 110 E., and 179 days out. The cause of her long voyage 
was attributed to the foulness of her bottom. She is an iron 
ship, and would not steer ; besides, some of her crew were 
laid up with scurvy. She was supplied with provisions and 
then proceeded for the Straits of Lombock. ° 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company's steamer 
Massilia, from Southampton on the 20th inst., was :—TIn gold, 
to Alexandria, £16,000; to Madras £649. In silver, to 
Calcutta, £45,700; to Hong Kong, £12,750; to Shanghai,

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Tza.—The official returns of clearances for the six months ending 
30th June, are now published. The total amounts to 64,152,246 Ibs. 
against 60,216,121 Ibs. last year. The increase in home consumption is 
4,882,735 Ibs., but there is a falling off in exports of 946,610 lbs. In 
low broken-leaf and dusty kinds of Congou prices have ruled rather lower, 
especially at public sale without reserve; those with leaf up to 11d. per 
Ib. have been inquired for. Fair to good common have been neglected, 
but prices remain nominally the same. Common to fair favory kinds have 
sold at a further decline of $d. to Id. per Ib. at public auction ; privately 
there is no demand. A few finest Kaisow have fetched 2s. 6d. Common 
to fair black-leaf kinds have sold 4d. per Ib. lower; the medium kinds 
have given way id. per lb. for the few sales which baye been made, whils
